OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 18.—C«— 


John J. Sullivan, former chief Jus- 
tice of the Nebraska supreme court, 
died Wednesday noon at Ban Diego, 
Cal, his niece, Mrs. Alexander 
Young, was informed late tn the 
day. He was 71 years old and suc- 
cumbed to a general breakdown 
that followed a paralysis stroke last 
May. 


Mr. Sullivan went to California 


last January for his health 


Surviving are his widow, a brother 


William of Albion, Neb, and a sis- 
ter, Mrs. Mary Shields of Harvard. 
111. Mrs. Sullivan expected to start 
back to Nebraska with the body 
Saturday, Mrs. Young was 
in- 


formed 
Judge Sullivan was the first dem- 
ocrat elected chief justice of the 
supreme court of Nebraska. He 
served six jears, two as chief jus- 
tice and twice afterwards refused 
appointments to that tribunal, once 
as chief justice 
He was first elected to the bench 


in 1897 
Judge Sullivan came to Omaha 


In 1909 after Governor Sheldon had 
tendered him a place on the su- 
preme bench when the number of 
judges was increased to seven. He 
served one day, reconsidered his de- 
cision, resigned and took up private 
practice Of late years he was sen- 
ior member of the firm of Sullivan, 
Wright and Thummel. 
In several important cases, Judge 
Sullivan after leaving the bench 
aided state legal authorities 
In 
prosecution, famous among 
them 
the grain trust cases, when he aided 
Norrls Brown, then attorney gen- 
eral and the cases against the Un- 
ion Pacific for alleged violations 
of the anti-pass law. 
Born in McHenry county, Illi- 
nois, in 1856, Judge Sullivan came 
to Nebraska as a young lawyer 
and located at Columbus In 18S4 
he -was elected 
county judge of 
Platte county Later he became 
county attorney, served In the state 
legislature 
and on the district 


bench 
The Sullivan residence in Oma- 
ha was still maintained at the time 
of Judge Sulliian's death.

turpitude." 
Her 
counsel announced, last night that 
Ihey will challenge the decision im- 
mviilately through petition to the 
District court in New Yo:k for a 
writ of habeas coi pus. which. If is- 


f.d. not only would brlnsr the lavr 


In !!ie case up for Judicial review 
but probably wouM have th° effect 
of permitt'ng her to filter the coun- 
try under bond. 
The decision of the labor dppirt- 
ment approved the 
action of rhe 
mmigration officials at New York 
in excluding the countess and hold- 
ing her at Ellis Island when she ad- 
mitted her part In an elopement 
several years ago with the Earl of 
Craven who had been admitted to 
the United States with his 
wife 


rhortly before her arrival. 
The action was announced in a 
statement made public by Assist- 
ant Secretary White late ve«;terday 
after Secretary James J Davis had 
given his personal attention *o the 
a se for tw o days and had approved 
the findings of the board of re- 
views, before which counsel for the 
countess argued her appeal Mon- 
dayThe secretary left for a vacation 
in Florida a tew minutes bcfnie the 
statement wa$ made public. 


Davis' Statement. 


The statement follows: 
"The department of labor has af- 


firmed, on appeal, the excluding de- 
cision of the Ellis Island board of 
special Inquiry in. the case of Vera 
E Cathcart 
"This action is based on that 
part of Section 3 of the immigratiou 
act of February 20, 1917, known as 
the general immigration law which 
Drovldes in part as follows: 
"That the folio-wing classes of 
aliens shall be excluded from ad- 
mission to the United States- per- 
sons who have been convicted of 
or admit having committed a fel- 
ony or other crime or misdemeanor 
involving moral turpitude 
"The alien admitted the commis- 


sion of such an offense and that be- 
ing the case, her exclusion is man- 
datory under the' practice- of the 
department, which has 
prevailed 
since 1907, when the above provi 
slon was added to the general im- 
migration law. 


"During the past nineteen years, 
-onsiderable numbers of aliens have 
been excluded under this provision 
for the admission of the same of- 
fense as in the instant case 
Prior 
to the enactment of the immigra- 
tion law of 1924. the 
government 
was obliged to sustain the burden 
of proofs in cases of this nature, 
but since the act referred to be- 
came effective, the burden of proof 
has been placed on the alien ap- 
plicant for admission and in this 
rrspect, the alien did not produce 
any evidence to sustain her right 
to enter. 


Considers Argument*. 


"It should be explained in consid- 
ering immigration cases on appeals 
from boards of special inquiry it 
ports of arrival that the secretary of 
labor is fcound to consider the ques- 
tion involved solely on the evidence 
submitted before such board 
and 
cannot exercise discretion 
He can 
and in this case has, considered le- 
gal arguments based on the law and 
the record, but he could not consid- 
er the extraneous influences -from 
any sources urged for or against the 
admission of the alien." 


The Earl of Craven, for whom a 
warrant is outstanding looking to 
his deportation under the same law 
invoked in thp rasn of the ecsuntiss, 
has gone to Canada, 
having left 
New York shortly before the labor 
department Issued the order for his 
arrest. 


The 
recommendations of 
the 
board of review which heard the 
countess' appeal against exclusion 
were not made public 


So far as the labor department 
was concerned the case is regarded 
as a closed incident 


Miss Alice Paul, leader of the wo- 
men's party, declared Mr. Davis 
decision is an "amazing instance of 
discrimination against women in 
the enforcement of our laws," con- 
sidering, she said, "the fact that we 
have admitted to our country and 
have even received a£ honor guests 
numbers of men who are known to 
have the same records as Countess 
Cathcart, this action of our gov- 
ernment against a 
woman is un- 
justifiable." 


The case, she added, "spurs us on 


in an effort to have enacted the 
equal rights amendment to the con 
stitution."

•be provided for on South street 
from Seventh to^Fifteenth. 


The industrial section will em- 


brace all of the 
present 
district 


with provisions for expansion along" 
the railroads to the northeast. 


Thirty-third 
street 
from 
Oak 


south to Holdrege and the south 
sldft of HToldmre east to the city 
limits will be an apartment sec- 
tion, as will be that part of the city 
south from the capitol to C street, 
from Ninth street east to Eigh- 
teenth. Other districts are also set 
aside for apartment uses.

Such is not the case, however, for Mr. Green' is an 
Australian and represents In the house of representa- 
'ivos of the island continent an 
electoral 
district 


nore than one-quarter the size of this republic. 


Mr. Green is a labor representative in the Austra- 


ian house and although his district is tremendous in 
size it contains only 29,000 voters. There are 909,- 
.000 square miles in the district and notwithstanding 
the fact that the successful candidate traveled 12.- 
000 miles while making his> campaign he was un- 
able to reach 7,000 of his electors. People who are 
n the habit of speaking of the central west of the 
L'nited States as a. country of "magnificent distan- 
ces" shouicl do a little traveling in Australia. So also 
should those who are pondering morosely upon the 
time when the people of earth shall become so crowd- 
ed that they will not have room upon which to pro- 
duce food for themselves. 


During his campaign Mr. Green traveled by air- 


plane, steamer, automobile, camel, horse and buggy, 
donkey team and on foot. To reach one rail head 
from another he had to journey COO miles by auto 
across a country without roads. 
The surface was 


hard crusted sand, however, and it proved to be as 
good a motor road as paving would have been. 


Among the electors \ in Mr. Green's - district are 


cattlemen, pearlers, whalers, graziers, wheat farmers, 
miners of gold, tin, platinum and silver. 
The dis- 


trict contains the largest number of aborigines in 
Australia and they are In their savage state, living 
nomadic lives and hunting their food with spears. 


There are vast numbers of wild camels in the dis- 


trict. In the early days of mining these were used 
for transportation, but they have been replaced by 
automobiles and the camels turned loose. Likewise 
.there are many wild donkejs and wild horses and 
many hundreds of both these kinds of animals were 
shot and killed last year because of the fact that thev 
were taking the pasture from the sheep.

Further, 
the dictator at Rome "directs that all German geo- 
graphical names be discarded and Illai-n names sub- 
stituted. He has, even commanded some families in 
the region to adopt .Italian patronymics instead of 
those they have hitherto feornt,.- 


Thls seems rather high-hanacd procedure to car- 


ty out Ma It conquered 'district. ,1^ to doubtless true 
that th.6 conversion of Austrian Tyrol's people into 
Italian subjects presents a 
difficult 
problem for 


Mussolini. However,, inasmuch as they are not In 
Italy of thcfr, own volttlon._it would have seemed 
th better grace for ^he government of that country 
.to treat thcnr more sympathetically and seek to win 
their loyalty through'--ft llbcra' policy, rather than 
the.one It has embarked Upon.

Roosevelt and Wilson memorial groups and the Bry- 
an memorial proposal. The Nation has a remarkably 
.sane suggestion to offer concerning the erection of 
monuments in Washington, D. C., to public men. The 
suggestion is that Congress permit no such mem- 
orials until at least fifty years have passed after the 
mcmoriallzcd's death. Says The Xation: 


'^L,et Congress pass a law forbidding 
any great 


memorial to a man dead less than fifty years. The 
capRal waited longer than that for the Lincoln Mem- 
orial. The Washington Monument was begun in 284jt 
but not finished until 1S84. To rush to commemOrat^i 
statesmen in bronze and stone and marble immediate- 
ly after their death is characteristic of our nervous 
age. 


"So at least let us ask Congress for a law which 


will save Washington from' memorials for fifty years. 
By that time .1 public man will be evaluated not by 
passionate friends and ardent admirers but in tho 
light of a succeeding generation which will be suf- 
ficiently detached to see whether a man's contem- 
porary greatness has lasted; whether his achieve- 
ments have or have 'not been wiped out by Ills 
successors or have contributed something worthwhile 
to _our nation's progress; whether -his visions ot a 
new and better world have stood the test of time " 


The same article points out that the 
memorials 


now proposed will "dwarf the Lincoln Memorial and 
make the Washington Monument seem utterly In- 
adequate for the Father of His Country." 


There is considerable meat in the suggestion.

quantity and quality) of those who are thin, may be the factor which nab 
undermined the resistance to the Infections (acute and chronic) which 
may have caused their forma of heart disease. (Those who are over- 
weight are also subject to these forms of heart disease.) 
Swollen Gland* and Tumor*. 
"What may be the cause of swollen glands in the breast? How can 


one tell them from a growth''—A." 
Again I have to say that any one who has swollen glands or any 


trouble in the breast should be under the care of a physician. Sometimes 
it is hard to tell whether lumps are swollen glands or growths. 
Swollen glands in the bieast and vicinity usually come from some 


infection of the nipple or other part of the broast, and they occur mostly 
during the nursing period, usually from cracks in the nipples. Normal 
breasts, especially if much fat is in them, may feel lumpy when pressed 
between the thumb and flngeis. But when a lump is felt with the flat of 
the hand on the breast,"then you can know it is a foreign lump.

heels of an 11-Inch fall the previ- 
ous week, and all of which had not 
been cleared, away. Twenty-five 
thousand men were put to work and 
the street commissioner was adver- 
tising- for another 5,000.

each side after which it was hauled 
away m trucks. 
Dragline shovels 
were used to help the shovelers in 
loading-.
